tend to prefer heef. 

Versatility, satisfaction 
and ease of preparation are 
key sales points for any 
food. Anderson said, and 
hamburger is beef’s major 
success story because it has 
all ot those characteristics. 

Meanwhile, it is neces- 
sary to recognize how 
competitive products have 
gained during the past 10 to 
20 years. Total per capita 
consumption of red meat, 
when viewed over a decade 
or more, has not shown 
much change, except for 
some cyclical swings. How- 
ever. per capita use of 
poultry, fish and cheese 
have shown large increases 
—reflecting economic and 
other competitive factor^. 
Poultry’s share of the total 
meat market is now consid- 
erably larger than it was. 

Anderson said changes in 
altitudes continue to be 
seen, and situations vaiy 
among different groups of 
the population. She said the 
beef industry will have to 
watch and listen for the 
changes, and thon direct its 
marketing programs at lhe 
different market segments.

We must be ag- 
gressive and tell our 
story to create an envi- 
ronment in which we 
can not only maintain, 
but enhance, demand 
for red meat." 

Molpus pointed out that 
the combination of rising 
prices, competition from 
alternative protein sources, 
and a cutback in numbers of 
cattle available is one re- 
ationale to explain lower 
beef consumption. He said 
Americans still consume all 
the beef that is produced 
and that beef cattle supplies 
have not recovered from the 
drastic herd cutbacks of the 
mid-1970s. 

"The . true reasons .., , 
behind lower beef con- ’ 
sumption,’ ’ Molpus 
huinmarized, “lie 
somewhere between 
those two divergent 
schools ol thought. A 
healthy beef industry Is 
based on economic in- 
centives to producers 
and sufflcent supplies 
of cattle to keep meat 
packing plants and pro- 
cessing plants operat- 
ing at full capacity."

Below normal precipita- 
tion throughout the West 
has farmers and ranchers 
worrying about their crops, 
and with good reason, say 
sources contacted by WLJ. 

Although some of the 
heavy precipitation months 
are still to come, snowpack 
is below average in most 
states, in some cases 
breaking records set for 
tows during the drought of 
1977. 

According to Bemie Sha- 
fer, snow survey supervisor 
for Colorado and New 
Mexico, the West has had a 
"very dry" winter and may 
see an "even worse sum- 
mer, if there’s no moisture 
soon.'-’ 

Shafer noted that Col- 
orado's snowpack, as of

Feb. 1, is ‘10% of normal, 
measuring the least amount 
of snow for this time of year 
in *16 years.

Shafer cited other staLe 
outlooks, as of the Feb. 1 
survey:

• Utah: Snowpack is 16- 
7l% of normal, with the 
northern areas of the slate 
bettor than they were in 
1977 and Lhe southern areas 
worse than in 1977. Stream 
flow is running from 
23-150% of average.with 


most of the slate about 65% 
of normal. 

• Montana: Snowpack is 
40-60% of normal, with 
stream flow 60-70%- of aver- 
age. 

• Oregon: Snowpack is 
nine to 35% of average in 
the Cascades, where now 
records for low snowpack 
were set. Stream flow is 
65% of normal. 

Some of tho impact of a 
dry winter can be offset in 
areas where reservoirs are 
full and where irrigation is 
widespread: According to n 
Commodity News Service 


report, reservoirs in New 
Mexico are twice their usual 
size, and Washington reser- 
voirs are ‘ ‘ adequate. " 

Another factor which 
could be critical, said Myron 
Fritzler, program specialist 
with the Colorado Agri- 
cultural Stabilizations & 
Conservation Service, is the 
wind situation in March. 
Winds typiral of the month, 
especially in Colorado, can 
pull whatever moisture 
there is, out of Lhe ground, 
noted Fritzler.

Cattle on feed dips to six-year low point 


There were 7.51 million 
head of cattle and calves on 
feed in the U.S. as of Feb. 1 , 
down six percent from 
February 1980, the USDA 
said in a cattle-on-feed 
report, according to CNS. 

USDA said this Feb. 1 
figure was the smallest 
February cattle-on-feed 
number s;nce 1976. 

USDA said 1.63 million 
head of fed cattle were 
marketed during January, 
nine percent below a year 
ago and 19% below January 
1979. 

According to USDA 1.28 
million head of cattle were 


placed on-feed during Jan- 
uary, five percent less than 
in January 1980 and 19% 
loss than in January 1979. 
Net feedlot placements 
during January were 1.17 
million head , down one 
percent from a year earlier. 

The iower-than-expected 
marketing figure was the 
most significant and disap- 
pointing number in the 
report, analysts contacted, 
by CNS sajd. 

However, price pressure 
on near-term cash cattle 
prices is not expecteti 
-because much progress has 
been made in marketing 


numbers of fed cattle during 
the first two weeks lb 
February, the analysts said. 

The marketing figure of 
91 % of a year ago fell below 
the average ‘trade-estimate 
of 93.6% calculated^ by 
CNS, and it indicated that' 
cattle feeders in die seven 
states did not market 
sufficient numbers' of cattle 
during January, they said. 

However, the trade vol- 
ume in Kansas and Texas 
during the past t\yo wfeeks 
has been the largest In 
months, according to Joe 
Kropf of Livestock Business 
Advisory Services, Inc, -

“If you raise and sell 
breeding cattle, Stocker 
entile or dairy herd replace- 
ments, you cho get your 
herd certified free of 
brucellosis. 

"Then, it won't matter 
what classification your 
state has— you can ship 
with no testing require- 
ments. ” 

To be certified, a herd 
must teat ‘ 'negative" twice, 
with 10 to 14 months 
between tests, Becton said. 
To maintain this status, the 
herd must be tested every 
year. 

"Producers must also 
follow good management 
p radices. " Becton said . 
"AH cattle over six months 
of age, with the exception of 
steers and spayed heifers, 
must be included in each 
herd test." 

Such testing is normally 
done by a private veterinar- 
ian. In outbreak areas, 
however, where extensive 
testing is being done by 
animal health officials, the 
first herd test may be done 
ut government expense. 

"You're likely to find that 
the cost of certifying n herd 
is a small price to pay for the 
assurance it's free of this 
easily-spread disease," 
said Becton. "Not only will 
you be able to sell cattle 
whenever you want with no 
pre-testing, but buyers 
often pay premium prices 
for cattle from ceitified-free 


herds. ' ' 

Brucellosis, sometimes 
called Bang's disease, is an 
infectious, bacterial disease 
of cattle and other animals 
that can be transmitted to 
humans. In livestock, it 
causes abortions, lowered 
milk yields and breeding 
problems. 

Eradicating brucellosis is 
a cooperative state-federal 
program, Becton said. 
Minimum standards for 
states to follow are issued 
by USDA and are based on 
recommendations of the 
U.S. Animal Health Assn., 
an organization represent- 
ing state animal health 
agencies and various pro- 
ducer groups. 

"At the request of the 
association, a technical 
commission did a 30-month 
study of the entire pro- 
gram," Becton said. "Bas- 
ed on the commissions 1978 
report, Lhe association 
recommended extensive 
changes designed to: aug- 
ment detection of disease, 
improve handling of infect- 


lo disease in cattle 
reduce spread.'’ 

Many recommended 
changes are already in 
effect, ho said. "However, 
the reclassification of slates 
and tightening of certain 
shipping controls were 
targeted for Jnn. 1, 1982. 
This was tn allow sUiLe 
animal health agencies and 
individual producers addi- 
tional time to prepare Tor 
the stricter standards." 

Current brucellosis ship- 
ping rules nro largely based 
on county classifications. 
Counties are classified as 
certified free, modified 
certified or noncertifiod. All 
counties in 31 stales are now 
certified free. To qualify, a 
county must have no 
infection at time of certifica- 
tion and a herd infection 
rate of less than one percent 
during the preceding 18 
months. 

Beginning next year, 
however, county classifica- 
tions will be dropped and 
movement restrictions will

* * Many old timers in 
Wyoming will tell you that 
cattle perforin better under 
harsh conditions than they 
do in winters that arc 
relatively mild," Yates 
said . * 'This situation is 
directly related to the type 
of feeding program the 
cattle are on . " 

During harsh winters, 
Yates says ranchers provide 
adequate diet supplements 
to maintain their herds. But 
when conditions are favor- 


Lcndency to let cattle graze 
pnslures for long periods of 
Lime. 

"It is important to take 
advantage of available for- 
age and allow cattle to graze 
postures in early winter," 
Yates said. "But there 
comes a time when ranchers 
should consider providing 
supplements." 

He explains that cattle 
will select high quality 
forage when first placed on 
pastures. They will con- 
sume forage that may 
contain eight to nine 
percent protein and 50% 
energy, and this diet is 
adequate for cows in mid to 
late gestation. 

But large 
cattle on one 
soon deplete 
high 


that remaining may contain 
only about three to four 
percent protein and 40% 
energy. 

"These nutritional levels 
are not adequate for cows in 
late gestation, and they 
should be provided with 
supplements of energy and 
protein as well as phosphor- 
us, which is an important 
■winter supplement under 


Wyoming conditions," 
Yates said. 

1 'These supplements will 
help the cows meet their 
nutritional requirements to 
insure successful calving 
and rebreeding seasons. ' ' 

Yntes said it is especially 
important to supplement 
yearling heifers and those 
that have calved for the first 
time,

no explicit evidence of 
pressure on FMHA admini- 
strators by the Carter 
administration, it said, "... 
the expedited national office 
reviows of and concurrence 
with these loon guarantees 
in late September and early 
October were, in part, for 
the purpose of meeting an 
Oct. 10 deadline for a nows 
release by the secretary 
(Bergland) concerning ap- 
proval of the 15 alcohol fuel 
projects. ' ' 

Bergland's office Oct. 10 
announced the guarantees, 
which were used essentially 
as collateral for lenders 


involved with the projects. 

The audit said the 
unwillingness of most lend- 
ers to finance projects 
without the government’s 
maximum allowable guar- 
antee of 90% of project 
costs underscored the high 
risk of the projects. 

Thus, the OIG concluded, 
the government was shoul- 
dering an undue financial 
risk for the research and 
development projects In 
violation of FMHA guide- 
lines. 

The OIG said feasibility 
studies were flawed severe- 
ly by several deficiencies 
that were not addressed 


before loan guarantee ap- 
proval, the report said: 

• Studies were too gener- 
al and lacked specifics 
concerning key production 
processes. Four studies 
prepared by the same firm 
appeared to be standardized 
reviews. 

• Critical questions like 
quality and quantity of 
available water, pollution 
controls, storage capacities, 
source and availability of 
fuel and feedstocks were 
covered inadequately or not 
at all. 

• Firm commitments 
from feedstock suppliers, 


fuel sources, product buyers 
nr distributors * were not 
obtained. 

• Feedstock prices used 
for cost estimates were 
below latest market quota- 
tions. 

• Alcohol yields were 
calculated close Lo or higher 
than the manimum effi- 
ciency obtained in lab tests, 
which are higher than 
industrial results. 

• Investment per gallon 
of production varied from 
91.09 to $3.30 for similar 
processes. 


. Design plans omitted 
site selection, cost, and the 
cost and availability of 
necessary transportation. 

. Impact of increased 
demand for feed groin was 
not evaluated. The 16 plants 
would consume about 96 


million bushels of grain 
annually.

“Wo will, in 
effect, be operating one 
feedlot at capacity, or 
slightly over-rated capacity, 
rather than two lots at about 
60% capacity,” he said. 

The consolidation will 
take place during the next 
two months, the company 
said, as fed cattle are mar- 
keted from the Gilcrest lot 
or moved to the Kuner lot 
and all replacement feeder 
cattle are shipped to the 
Kuner Facility. . 

The company will main- 
tain the Gilcrest feedlot for 
use when conditions permit 
its reopening. However, 
Monfort said he does not 
anticipate the lot's reopen- 
ing until the company's 
Greeley, Colo., packing 
plant is reopened. That 
plant was closed last year . 
because of labor problems 
and general unprofitability. 

The company also closed 
its penver, Colo., packing 
facility last year because of 
unprofitability. Monfort 
. said the company’s . other 
operations, including its 
one remaining beef packing 
;plant in Grand Island, Neb..; 
will not be. affected by 1 the 
feedlot consolidation. .

moisture soon, in which 
case ranchers are likely to 
turn cattle out on grass. 
This moisture is then 
expected to quit, leading 
into a hot, dry summer. 

If this is the case, non-fed 
slaughter should jump to- 
ward the end of July, said 
Bohn, sparking ample beef 
supplies the last half of 
1981. In addition, high com 
prices brought on by the 
drought, will further dis- 
courage . the feeding of 
livestock, also increasing 
slaughter. 

Ranchers will be unable 
to build their herds back up 
quickly, meaning, in the 
"very long-term,” higher 
beef prices, said Bohn. 

Another effect of a hot, 
dry summer, may be a drop 
in consumer demand, parti- 
cularly if the drought hits 
the East, as predicted. Bohn 
speculated that people don't 
like to cook as much during 
heat spells.
